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Berlin, May 10 i(^ —Rank on 
rank of cheering Germans tonight 
gave a vociferous torchlight wel­ 
come to Adolf Hitler, home from 
his visit with Behlto Mussolini to 
strengthen the axis of friendship 
linking 120,000,000 Germans and 
Italians. 


Hitler’s 
special 
train rolled 
slowly into Lehrter station be­ 
tween unbroken chains of torch- 
bearers lining ten and a half miles 
of railway track into the capital. 


Berliners turned 
out 
by the 
thousands to take part in welcom­ 
ing pageantry that vied with the 
splendor shown the fuehrer dur­ 
ing his six-day stay in Italy for 
momentous talks with Mussolini. 


A manifesto from Marshal ller- 
mann Wilhelm Goerlng spurred 
the reich to show its gratitude to 
Hitler for “concluding a steel axis 
from the Baltic to Sicily that de­ 
fies all disruptive forces and is a 
sure guarantor of peace." 


Goering, flanked in the station 
by an imposing 
array 
of 
Nasi 
chieftains, greeted 
the 
fuehrer 
with assurances “the German peo­ 
ple followed every incident of 
your journey with g l o w i n g 
hearts." 


He declared “it is not a mere 
incident but a dispensation of the 
Almighty God 
that 
two 
such 
mighty statesmen should have met 
in a friendship 
destined to be 
everlasting." 


Guns boomed a salute as Hitler 
stepped to the station platform. 


The two and a half mile route 
from the station to the chancel­ 
lery was lined with 360,000 men 
of army and Nasi party organisa­ 
tions.

ranks countless thousands of Ber­ 
liners 
cheered 
t h e 
returning 
fuehrer as his limousine wound 
through the flood-lighted streota.

Shanghai, May 11 (Wednesday) 
(;p)—Japanese naval forces have 
Invaded South China for the flrst 
time in the 10 months old war in 
an attack on Amoy, rich Fukien 
province port 160 miles west ot 
the Japanese-owned Island of For­ 
mosa. 


The new attack started early 
yesterday with airplane and war­ 
ship bombardment and apparently 
was designed to draw a portion of 
Chinese central armies away from 
the stalemated central front. 


Chinese announced today their 
forces had countered the southern 
Invasion by repulsing Japanese bn 
all other fronts of the widespread 
war cone. 


Civilian« In Panic 
One of China's finest harbors, 
Amoy has a population of more 
than 200,000. Fifteen Americans, 
including Vice-Consul Leiand C. 
Altaffer, were known to be there. 


A Japanese naval force landed 
after the heavy bombai'dments, 
which spread panic through the 
Chinese city of Amoy. 


Japanese announced the cap­ 
ture of the eastern half of Amoy 
island and said fighting was in 
progress for the native city, on 
the western half. 
Much of the 
native city was said 
to be in 
flames. 


Chinese reports declared that 
Chinese soldiers at flrst withdrew, 
then struck back at Japanese 
landing parties, 
killing 
76 and 
capturing more than 100. 


Repaliwd te North

seeking to reach the safety of |Cu- 
langsa Island, Amoy^a toreign set­ 
tlement. 
Foreign residents were 
warned by leaflets dropped from 
Japanese airplanes to leave the 
port. 


The Chinese reports of central 
front successes told of Chinese 
forces beating back Japanese at­ 
tempting to drive north from 
Nanking against the Lungbai rail­ 
road, long the target of Japan's 
central China campaign. 


In northern Anhwei province, 
Chinese said, Japanese were re­ 
pulsed with heavy losses after ten 
bayonet charges near Mengcheng, 
80 miles southwest 
of 
Suchow, 
core of Chinese resistance on the 
east central front.

The disaster, which trapped an 
entire shift in the mine, struck into 
virtually every home in this little 
village. At first It had been feared 
a number of other miners had been 
burled—-alive or dead—but late to­ 
night officials announced the whole 
pit had been examined and all men 
accounted for. 


Most of tho bodies brought to 
the surface were h o mutilated that 
it was virtually impossible to iden­ 
tify them. 


While rescue work was in prog* 
ress, the bishop of Derby, Dr. A. 
E. J. Rawllnson, led hundreds of 
weeping women and bareheaded 
men in the Lord’s Prayer at the 
the pithead. 


The government started an in­ 
vestigation to determine the cause 
of the disaster, the worst since 2t6 
were killed at Wrezlkfm, 
September 22, 19.14.

At the close of a day of 
bristling debate, in which 
minority members individual­ 
ly heaped criticism upon the 
program — while Democratic 
leaders confidently claimed “votes 
to spare,” for its passage— a num­ 
ber of Republicans gathered to 
give their views the weight of of­ 
ficial party approval. 
Costly To Taxpayer 
“The entire program is based 
upon the exploded theory that a 
nation may spend its way to pros­ 
perity,” said a statement they is­ 
sued. “That delusion never has 
had a more extravagant trial than 
in the United States during the 
last five years. 
“This trial has cost the taxpay­ 
ers roundly (40,000,000,000 and 
has led only to the sharpest and 
most sudden business depression 
in modern economic history—a 
depression 
which is experienced 
in no other principal nation of toe 
world. 
“The Roosevelt proposal simply 
is to start that whole disastrous 
cycle over agqift.” 
Defended As Stimulant 
Earlier in the day the majority 
of the house appropriations com­ 
mittee had recommended the pro­ 
gram aa one which would provide 
employment 
“for 
some of the 
many millions who are unemploy­ 
ed and destitute or harassed by 
the spectres that haunt the door­ 
step of that too large, unfortunate 
group.” 
The majority estimated that the 
entire lending-spending program, 
parts of which have already been 
enacted, would provide funds suf­ 
ficient to continue or create some 
5,000,000 jobs. 
In 
the house debate, 
Rep. 
Woodrum (D-Va.), of the com­ 
mittee, declared that the program 
was needed to stimulate industry. 
The 
Republican 
conferees’ 
statement demanded that the gov­ 
ernment “abandon fantastic the­ 
ories that recovery and security 
may be purchased with treasury’s 
IOU’s,” asserting that “until the 
national finances are restored to 
some semblance of ordered stabil­ 
ity,” a “solid and sustained” re­ 
covery is impossible. 
Secs Disaster Ahead 
“Every consideration of sound 
public policy demands that 
the 
federal government now turn to 
measures which will create 
em­ 
ployment, through the restoration 
of private enterprise,” the state­ 
ment said. 
On the house floor earlier, the 
Republican attack was led 
by 
Rep. Taber of New 
York, 
who 
said the program was “an opiate 
designed to keep the people fooled 
until after the next election.” 
Representative Engel (R-Mich.) 
whose prepared speech 
in 
the 
house was distributed 
to 
the 
press by the Republican national 
committee, 
predicted 
“national 
disaster.” Conditions 
“may im­ 
prove for a time, perhaps for a 
few months,” he said, “but the 
final result will be financial and 
economic disaster.” 
Pending was a bill to appropri­ 
ate (3,000,000,000 for work Relief 
and public works projects, an in­ 
tegral part of the (4,500,000,000 
lending - spending c a m p a i g n 
against the depression recently re­ 
commended by President Roose­ 
velt.

Veterans’ Preference Act 
Case Is Heard At 
Menominee 


Testimony was taken In circuit 
court at Menominee Monday for 
the Michigan supreme court in the 
suit of three Escanaba men, former 
employes of th© state liquor com­ 
mission at Ekicanaba, who seek re­ 
instatement to their original posi­ 
tions under the veterans’ prefer­ 
ence act. The petitioners are Ger­ 
ald J. Daley, former truck driver 
for tho Upper 
Peninsula 
ware­ 
house; Frank O’Donnell, warehouse 
watchman; 
and William Valind, 
liquor store clerk. 


Arthur 0. Lyon, Jr., of Lansing, 
assistant attorney general, handled 
the case for the commission, and 
the plaintiffs were represented by 
Atty. H. J. Rushton of Escanaba. 
Tim case was referred by the su­ 
preme court to Judge Frank A. Bell 
in circuit court for the taking of 
testimony. The three men, em­ 
ployed by tho Republican liquor 
commission In 1935, were given dis­ 
missal notices March 30. 1937, ac­ 
cording to their testimony. All 
World war veterans, they petitioned 
for reinstatement under the veter­ 
ans’ preference act, and In the fall 
of 1937 received orders from Gov­ 
ernor Murphy restoring them to the 
liquor commission employ. 


Refuted Substitute Jobs 


Tho men testified that of ter con­ 
ferences with liquor commission 
members, Jobs were offered them 
in Detroit liquor stores, but that 
they did not accept. The supreme 
court w'as then petitioned for a writ 
of mandamtis to compel the com­ 
mission to restore them to their 
original positions.

EGG SUPPLIES 
ARE DECLINING 


Upward Trend of Prices 
Predicted by State 
Agriculturalists 


Supplies of eggs are expected to 
be considerably lower than they 
were in 1937, according to a re­ 
cent bulletin issued by Verne H. 
Church, state agricultural statis­ 
tician. 
Storage stocks are not ac­ 
cum ulating to the game 
extent 
they did a year ago, and a sub­ 
stantial reduction from 1937 ap­ 
pears likely In the August I hold­ 
ings of both shell and frozen eggs, 
according to Church. 
These smaller holdings are ex­ 
pected to more than offset 
the 
lower level of consumer Incomes, 
and egg prices in the last half of 
1938 probably will be somewhat 
above tbose of 1987. 
It is pos­ 
sible that there may be some fur­ 
ther declines during the spring, 
Church stated, but the trend of 
egg prices is expected to be up­ 
ward. 
The into-storage movement of 
eggs at tho 26 m arkets in April 
was much less than last year— 27 
per cent fewer shell eggs and 46 
per cent fewer frozen eggs.

demned unauthorized strikes as 
having “penalized, without voice 
or vote, thousands of workers di­ 
rectly and Indirectly affected by 
them.”

Upward Trend of Prices 
Predicted hy State 
Agricttlturalists 


Supplies of eggs are expected to 
be considerably lower than they 
were in 1937, according to a re­ 
cent bulletin issued by Verne H. 
Church, state agricultural statis­ 
tician. Storage stocks are not ac­ 
cumulating to the game 
extent 
they did a year ago. and a sub­ 
stantial reduction from 1937 ap­ 
pears likely In the August 1 hold­ 
ings of both shell and frozen eggs, 
according to Church. 


These smaller holdings are ex­ 
pected to more than offset 
the 
lower level of consumer incomes, 
and egg prices in the last half of 
1938 probably will be somewhat 
above those of 1937. 
It Is pos­ 
sible that there may be some fur­ 
ther declines during the spring, 
Church stated, but tho trend ot 
egg prices Is expected to be up­ 
ward. 


The into-storage movement of 
eggs at tho 26 markets in April 
was much less than last year— 27 
per cent fewer shell eggs and 46 
per cent fower frozen eggs. 
A 
peak storage stock of about 20 
per cent under that of 1937 may 
occur this year. 


('Iilrken Priccs Drop 


The price of chicken is also on 
tho down grade relative to 
the 
10-year average for correspond­ 
ing months. 
With a larger hatch 
expectcd than In 1937, and smal­ 
ler consumer 
Incomes, 
chicken 
prices by mid-year are likely to 
go under those of 1937, according 
to Church’s predictions. 


Receipts of dressed poultry at 
New York In April were 11 per 
cent under those of the same pe­ 
riod last year, but 6 per cent above 
the 1025-34 average. 
It Is prob­ 
able that the seasonal low point In 
receipts of dressed poultry 
has 
been reached and that each week’s 
receipts throughout the remainder 
of 193S will tend to exceed those 
of the week before. 


The relationship 
between 
the 
cost of feed and the price of eggs 
has improved considerably, 
ac­ 
cording to tho bulletin. 
On the 
basis of the Chicago food-egg ra­ 
tio. by April 23 It took 5 per cent 
less than 
the 
10-year 
average 
number of eggs to buy 100 pounds 
of ration. 
This is the first time 
since tho middle of 1936 that the 
feed-egg ratio has dropped below 
average. 
The decrease has come 
about both from a decline In feed 
prices and an advance 
In 
egg 
prices. 


A 5 to 10 per cent Increase in 
the numbers ot young chickens on 
band on Juno 1 Is expected, com­ 
pared with the numbers on hand 
the first of last June.

som week luncheon crowd: 
“ I have never heard

reason advanced as to why 
the 
American farmer should continue 
to feed the public at his own ex­ 
pense. 
It is not expected from 
the producers of any other com­ 
modities.” 
Strange said he felt criticism 
of the surplus commodities cor­ 
poration was “ not well founded” 
because variations in the price to 
growers frequently had not affect 
on the price to the consumer. “ We 
have seen tomato prices 
to 
the 
grower drop 60 per cent without 
affecting the retail price,” he a s­ 
serted. 
“ If the price 
has 
been 
raised to the consumer, the raise 
is justified.” 
He told the gathering the com­ 
modities corporation had

$1,136,485 as of May I to pur­ 
chase surplus crops that glutted 
the Michigan market.

W 
HEN women change over 
from 
one 
style of hat to another, from a long 
skirt to a short one, from high laced shoes 
to low openwork sandals it is 
probable 
that considerable 
temporary 
unemploy­ 
ment results. When an automobile model 
is changed in order to challenge attention 
by originality of fresh design at the an­ 
nual automobile show, a great deal 
of 
temporary unemployment results. 
Such events are classed 
as 
cultural 
changes. 
They do involve technological 
changes because of the alterations in ma­ 
chinery necessary, but actually a demand 
which can be called cultural primarily is 
responsible for the change. 
The demand 
is mental rather than manual; it springs 
from a cultural rather than from a man­ 
ual suggestion. 
It has been for a long time the habit 
of writers on economic changes to 
talk 
about unemployment due to technological 
improvements, such as the introduction of 
abor-saving devices. 
From' the dim ages 
in which the dragging car was given 
its 
lolling wheel there have been such 
de­ 
vices. 
The lowly wheelbarrow has saved 
a lot of labor. 
In the great age of 
the 
industrial revolution in the Occident, the 
sarly Nineteenth Century and thereafter, 
there were riots of workers and machines 
were demolished by crowds who went to 
all lengths of civil commotion but, in the 
long run the very labor saving devices 
'ought against actually 
increased 
em­ 
ployment. 
Technological changes, while they have 
increased of later years, have not been as 
frequent as cultural changes and it 
is 
thought that their influence on employ­ 
ment has not been so profound. 
That la 
o say that they have not caused so much 
unemployment in the aggregate as cul­ 
tural changes. 
When the style of a woman’s garments 
Is changed there is gone through a period 
of alteration of patterns, of learning new 
designing and sewing and 
even 
selling 
techniques. There is alway* a lag as every 
buyer for a store knows. 
Trade stops or 
-lows down materially during the process 
and incidental unemployment 
is 
large. 
When demand suggests a new design for 
an automobile, even though no technolo­ 
gical improvement is 
in 
contemplation, 
new machines must be invented and built. 
Perhaps they will save no labor at 
all; 
indeed may even increase labor, but 
the 
cultural change must be made in the name 
of competition. 
Some cultural changes have rather sud­ 
den demands or hiatuses in demands on 
labor. 
Some years ago miniature 
golf 
courses became a fad which 
swept 
the 
country. 
There was an overnight demand 
for labor to 
build 
and 
operate 
these 
courses. 
In a year or less their popular­ 
ity had passed. 
It would be difficult to 
say just what the final effect was on un­ 
employment, but certainly the fad chang­ 
ed employment and it was a purely cul­ 
tural, not a technological 
phenomenon. 
Doubtless many men left good 
jobs 
to 
take up this new’ venture and never 
re­ 
covered their old status. 
A slower change has come about in the 
broad world of entertainment. 
Within 
the period of most living people hi 
the 
United States the popular taste for 
the 
opera, for the legitimate stage play, 
for 
vaudeville, for lodge meetings, chautau- 
quas, and the like has w’aned markedly 
and the radio and the motion picture have 
succeeded. 
It is probable that the movies 
and the radio employ more people in the 
aggregate than those other phases of en­ 
tertainment did, 
although 
not 
certain 
when one thinks of the very brief 
em­ 
ployment periods of movie extras 
com­ 
pared with the former 
stock 
company 
actors, but, whatever the statistics might 
prsvs, ti would be beyond argument that 


built up a total of some 130,000,000 
of 
population. 
Except for relatively brief 
periods in our history, there have 
been 
jobs for practically everybody. 
A great 
many of these people created their own 
jobs such aw those who went West and 
became homesteaders. 
But in studying the whole history 
seems that the pressure of cultural chang 
es has had a more profound effect on em 
ployment and, more especially, unemploy­ 
ment, 
than 
pressure 
of 
technological 
changes, which Include the invention and 
introduction of labor saving devices 
It has been suggested 
by those 
who 
recognize what has happened in this re 
sped, that a brake might be put on cul­ 
tural changes by standardizing 
a 
great 
many things, from clothing to 
locomo­ 
tives. 
The trouble there 
Is 
that 
any 
such scheme Is likely to be upset by 
w’oman who wants an original hat or 
engineers who takes it into his 
head 
streamline a factory.

The Old Doctor Says— 
FOR ages men, and women, 
too, 
have 
"put an enemy into their mouths to 
steal away their brains.” 
Why? Decades of experience with the 
disease of alcoholism—and it is 
a 
real 
disease— confirms the decision that It is 
primarily a form of escape 
from 
one’s 
self, from feeling of Inferiority, 
of 
in­ 
security. At bottom the chronic alcoholic 
always has a lack of self-confidence. 
He 
may outwardly display all the pep 
and 
confidence In the world, but In his secret 
moments he knows his shortcomings and 
despairs of victory over them by any oth 
er means than that of the flowing bowl. 
The man who learns to rely on 
him­ 
self—on something within him that helps 
him to conquer the ills and troubles of 
life—seldom or never falls a victim 
to 
drink. He may be convivlally-mlnded and 
fond of hilarious drinking company, but 
he pulls up well short of the chronic stage. 
He knows when to quit. 
He realizes that 
John Barleycorn has many faithful friends 
but is faithless to them all. 
Probably as many people 
dig 
their 
graves with their teeth as ever filled 
a 
drunkard’s grave. 
But year by year we 
arb slowly learning better eating habits, 
and the dietician has become the 
right, 
arm of the doctor. 
Medical drugging is 
on the down grade, and diet, hygiene and 
sanitation are coming into their rightful 
sphere. But the most widely used drug o' 
all—alcohol—still holds a mighty grip on 
the world, inspiring thousands 
with 
a 
false feeling of strength and courage, and 
temporarily checking the emotional con­ 
flicts from which the drinker 
tries 
to 
escape through intoxication. 
It is painful to feel inferior, and alcohol 
takes away the pain—for a time. 
It will 
assuage the pangs of a guilty conscience, 
too, for a brief space. This form of drug 
addiction is one of the most baffling ot 
the doctor’s problems. 
It is like the ab­ 
stinence from water-drinking which 
so 
many otherwise sane people indulge iii. 
The time comes when the weakest spot 
in the patient’s anatomy caves in, and iii 
the case of the heavy drinker, about the 
only thing left to do is to send for the 
clergyman. 
Too often, with the toper, 
his downfall started wheu a deep-seateit 
inferiority complex got the best of him 
aud he made the mistake of 
trying 
to 
drown it in liquor. 


The Ideal Person 
AT a teachers’ round-table in New York 
the other day the "ideal teacher” was 
constructed out of a list of qualifications 
submitted by school children. 
What emerged was a being who would: 
not be a tyrant, but a friend; be a just 
person, and well adjusted; place the chil­ 
dren oil their own and give them 
self­ 
confidence; think in the child's terms; ex­ 
plain things fully; know what she 
wits 
talking about; not be bound by the book, 
rule not by fear but by respect; create a 
sense of unity; aud see that differences 
of opinion were brought out. 
These were 
not all the required 
characteristic, 
but 
they were some of them. 
A woman possessed of ull these attri­ 
butes ought not be confined to a school 
room, but made the ruler of an entire peo 
pie. She might not do badly as a dictator. 
But this is the catch: the teachers 
at 
the round-table agreed that the 
"ideal 
teacher" was a pure figment of the im 
agination. 
Aud that’s the catch lo all dictatorships.

Italy, Inspector General of his country’s 
armed forces, will make a three-day trip 
to the Upper Adige (formerly South Ty­ 
rol) the first week in June — which is 
news of deeper significance than it might 
appear to be on the surface. 
It is another indication of Benito Mus- 
soli’s growing distrust of his fellow-dicta- 
tor, Adolf Hitler. 
Both German and Italian 
newspapers 
have been stressing the fact 
that 
Ger­ 
many’s acquisition of Austria and Italy's 
new deal with Great Britain have In 
no 
way impaired that 
muchb^-lauded 
Ber- 
lin-Rome axis. 
But just the same there 
are increasing signs that Mussolini fears 
that some day the German axe may be ap­ 
plied to the axis 
For Hitler, by seising 
Austria, has made 
powerful 
Germany 
Italy’s neighbor on a frontier of 200 miles. 
Previous symptoms of Mussolini's pre­ 
occupation with the new situation 
were 
his thundering speech in which he told 
the world that Italy could put 9,000,000 
men under arms and put into the air one 
of the most powerful air fleets ever con­ 
structed by man, and his reassuring an­ 
nouncement to the Italian people that aft­ 
er a few other mountain passes were ef­ 
fectively sealed, the country’s frontier on 
the north would be impregnable. 
— NAZI PRESENCE WORRIES ITALY— 
It is no secret that many people in Italy 
have been profoundly disturbed 
by 
the 
fact that the Nazis now have the territory 
up to the Brenner Pass. 
And they have 
not been reassured by the condescending 
tone of Hitler's speech In which he said 
that, just as he guaranteed France’s pres­ 
ent frontiers, so he now guaranteed 
the 
common frontier between 
greater 
Ger­ 
many and Italy. 
Though he will have some monuments 
to unveil and public works to inaugurate, 
Prince Humbert’s real job will be to find 
out how the work of fortifying the moun 
taiu passes is progressing. 
The idea is 
to make them impregnable by 
concrete 
pill-boxes for machine guns, big gun em­ 
placements carved in the living rock and 
other works suggested by Italian 
experi­ 
ence in the mountains during the World 
War. 
South Tyrol, part of the booty won by 
Italy during the war, has always been an 
unmentionable to Hitler. 
He talked much 
of the sorrows of Germans in Czechoslo­ 
vakia and other countries, but never about 
the Germans of South Tyrol. Those Ger­ 
mans have complained as loudly as they 
dared that their district was being deliber­ 
ately Italianized. The exclusive use of the 
Italian language has been enforced. 
—“IL DUCE DEFIANT—THEN— 
In 1928, when Austrians were complain­ 
ing that their Tyrolean brothers were be­ 
ing mishandled, Mussolini said: 
"We wish to be friends with the 
Ger­ 
man world, but on condition that our own 
security is not even vaguely 
placed 
In 
question. Today we make it known to the 
Tyroleans, to the Austrians, to the whole 
world that all Italy, with her dead 
and 
her living, stunds at the Brenner.” 
When his friend 
Chancellor 
Dolfuas 
was killed by Nazi 
asseszlns 
Mussolini 
not only wept-—he also sent 60,000 troops 
to the Brenner Pass. 
But he said noth­ 
ing with words or soldiers 
last 
March 
when Hitler grabbed Austria. 
Only 
a 
handful of Italian soldiers saw battalions 
of German troops march to the Brenner 
frontier. 
Hence all the present 
worry. 
Hence Italy’s rapid pact 
of 
friendship 
with Grout Britain and her desire for 
a 
similar one with France.

Shields, who spends half his time shut­ 
tling from New York to Washington and 
hack, trying to make peace between gov­ 
ernment and business, suggested 
to the 
stim ies men that independent umpires he 
appointed to see fair play 
between

utilities and tho Now Deal. 
His notion 
was that laadlng industrialists unconnect­ 
ed with the utilities ought to do tho job . 
Unfortunately, Shields is suspected of a 
connection with a financial alliance, head­ 
ed by Dutton, Read and Company and Har­ 
rison Williams, which would like to elbow 
J. P. Morgan and Company out 
of 
the 
utilities field. 
Winkle, a 
Morgan 
man, 
was so doubtful of tho 
Shields 
motives 
that he blew up, energetically and loudly, 
on the spot.

The lunch ended stormily. 
Fortunate­ 
ly, however, it was only a starter. The 
Shields idea was taken to the

Corporation, will soon visit the SEC 
to 
put the finishing tonchea to the plan. 
The storm at tho lunch also cleared the 
air between Winkle and the SEC. At the

posts in Wall Street reported .that Winkle 
had denounced SEC men 
and 
methods. 
Ho was already suspected of obstruction­ 
ism. 
Subsequent talk ai the SEC

T e ch n o lo g icil C hanges 


W 
HEN women change over 
from 
one 
style of hat to another, from a long 
skirt to a short one, from high laced shoes 
to low openwork sandals it 
is probable 
that considerable 
temporary 
unemploy­ 
ment results. When an automobile model 
is changed in order to challenge attention 
by originality of fresh design at the an­ 
nual automobile show, a great deal 
of 
temporary unemployment results. 


Such events are classed 
as 
cultural 
changes. 
They do involve technological 
changes because of the alterations In ma­ 
chinery neciNNMiry, but actually a demand 
which can be called cultural primarily is 
responsible for the change. 
The demand. 
in menUl rather than manual; it sprlnga 
from a cultural rather than from a man- 
jal suggestion. 


U has been for a long time the habit 
of writers on economic changes to 
talk 
about unemployment due to technological 
improvements, such as the Introduction of 
abor-savlng devices. 
Prom' the dim ages 
in which the dragging car was given ita 
lolling wheel there have been such 
de­ 
vices. 
The lowly wheelbarrow has saved 
H lot of labor. 
In the great age of 
the 
industrial revolution In the Occident, the 
sarly Nineteenth Century and thereafter, 
there were riots of workers and machines 
were demolished by crowds who went to 
all lengths of civil commotion but, in the 
long run the very labor saving devices 
fought against actually 
increased 
em­ 
ployment. 


Technological changes, while they have 
increased of later years, have not been as 
frequent as cultural changes and It 
Is 
thought that their influence on employ­ 
ment has not been so profound. That Is 
to say that they have not caused so much 
unemployment in the aggregate as cul­ 
tural changes. 


When the style of a woman's garments 
!h changed there Is gone through a period 
9f alteration of patterns, of learning new 
designing and sewing and 
even 
selling 
techniques. There Is always a lag as every 
buyer for a store knows. 
Trade stops or 
slows down materially during the process 
Hnd incidental unemployment 
is 
large. 
When demand suggests a new design for 
an automobile, even though no technolo­ 
gical improvement is 
in 
contemplation, 
new machines must be invented and built. 
Perhaps they will kuyo no labor at 
all; 
indeed may even increase labor, but the 
cultural change must be made in the nume 
of competition. 


Some cultural changei» have rather «ud- 
deu demands ur Ulatug^ iu diimauds on 
labor. 
Some years ago miniature 
golf 
courses became a fad which 
uwept 
the 
country. There was an overnight demand 
for labor to 
build 
and 
operate 
tliese 
t'ourses. 
In a year or less their popular­ 
ity had passed. 
It would be diffieuK to 
say juBt what the final eifeci was on uu- 
eroployment, but certainly the fad chang­ 
ed employment and it was a purely cul­ 
tural, not a technological 
pUenoraenou. 
Doubtless many men left good 
jobs 
to 
take up this new venture and never 
re­ 
covered their old status. 


A glower change has come about in the 
broad world of entertainment. 
Within 
the period of most living people in 
the 
United States the popular tasie lui- 
the 
opera« for the legitimate stage play, 
for 
vaudeville, for lodge meetingK, chautau- 
quas, and the like has waned markedly 
nod the radio and the motion picture have 
«ucceeded. 
It is probable that the movies 
•nd the radio employ more people in the 
aggregate than those other pljases of eo- 
leriainroeiit did, 
although 
not 
certain 
wlieii one thinks of the very brief 
em­ 
ployment periods of movie extras 
com- 
pitred with the former 
stock 
compftoy 
setora« but, whatever the statistics m lfbt 
U wpuid b& beyond argument ilmt 


this cultural change put an army of peo­ 
ple out of work In the transition. 
There 
were, of course, 
technological 
develop­ 
ments which popularised the motion pic­ 
ture and the radio but, 
fundamentally, 
this was a cultural change. 


Over the span of the American Census 
returns It Is shown that 
some 
2T,000,- 
000 persons have been immigrants. 
For 
the most part this has been a country of 
remarkably full employment as compared 
with foreign lands. 
This 
means 
that 
those 27,000,000 persons found Jobs 
of 
some sort In the United States, If one in­ 
cludes the Job of house-wlfe as belonging 
In the total. 
In addition, the annual In­ 
crease in the birthrate, the annual 
in­ 
crement in the number of natives, 
and 
the addition to 
the 
Immigrants, 
have 
built up a total of some 130,000,000 
of 
population. 
Except for relatively brief 
periods In our history, there have 
been 
jobs for practically everybody. 
A great 
many of these people created their own 
Jobs such its those who went West and 
became homesteaders. 


But in studying the whole history 
it 
seems that the pressure of cultural chang­ 
ea has had a more profound effect on em­ 
ployment and, more especially, unemploy­ 
ment, 
than 
pressure 
of 
technological 
changes, which Include the Invention and 
Introduction of labor saving devices. 


It has been suggested 
by those who 
recognize what has happened in this re­ 
spect, that a brake might be put on cul­ 
tural changes by standardizing 
a great 
many things, from clothing to 
locomo­ 
tives. 
The trouble there 
is 
that 
any 
such scheme Is likely to be upset by 
u 
w'oman who wants an original hat or 
an 
engineers who takes It Into his 
head 
to 
streamline a factoi'y.

Why? Decades of experience with the 
disease of alcoholism—and it Is a 
real

aecurity. At bottom the chronic alcoholic 
always has a lack of self-confidence. 
Ho 
may outwardly display all the pep 
and 
confidence In the world, but In his secret 
moments he knows his shortcomings and 
despairs of victory over them by any oth­ 
er means than that of the flowing bowl. 


The man who learns to rely on 
him­ 
self—on something within him that helps 
him to conquer the ills and troubles of 
life—seldom or never falls a victim 
to 
drink. He may be convlvlally-mlnded and 
fond of hilarious drinking company, but 
he pulls up well short of the chronic stage. 
He knows when to quit. He realises that 
John Barleycorn has many faithful friends 
but Is falthles.^ to them all. 


Probably as many people 
dig 
their 
graves with their teeth us ever filled 
a 
drunkard’s grave. 
But year by year we 
are slowly learning bettor eating habits, 
and the dietician has become the 
right 
arm of the doctor. 
Medical drugging Is 
on the down grade, and diet, hygiene and 
sanitation are coming into their rightful 
sphere. But the most widely used drug of 
all—alcohol— still holds u mighty grip on 
the world, inspiring thousands 
with 
a 
false feeling of strength and courage, and 
temporarily checking the emotional con­ 
flicts from which the drinker 
tries 
to 
escape through Intoxication. 


It is painful to feel Inferior, and alcohol 
takes away the pain—-for a time. 
It will 
assuage the pangs of a guilty conscience, 
too, for a brief space. This form of drug 
addiction is one of the most baffling ot 
the doctor’s probleuiH. 
It is like the ab- 
atinence from water-drinking which 
so 
many otherwise sane people Indulge in. 
The time comes when the weakest spot 
In tho |.atient's anatomy caves In, and in 
the case of the heavy drinker, about the 
only thing left to do Is to send for the 
clergyman. 
Too uften. with the toper, 
his downfall started when a deep-seatet| 
Inferiority complex got the best uf him 
and he made the mistake of 
trying

drown it iu liquor. 


The Ideal Person 


AT a teachers* round-table in New York 
^ 
the other day the "ideal teacher" was 
constructed out of a list of qualifications 
submitted by school children. 


What emerged was a being who would: 
not be a tyrant, but a friend; be a Just 
person, and well adjusted; place the chil­ 
dren on their own and give them 
self- 
confidence: think in the child's terniH; t*x- 
plain things fully; know what she 
wan 
talking about: not be bound by the book; 
rule not by fear but by respect; create a 
sense of unity; and see that differences 
of opinion were brought out. These were 
not all the required 
characteristic, 
but 
they were some of them. 


A wonmn possessed of all these attri­ 
butes ought not be confined to a school- 
room, but made the ruler of an entire peo­ 
ple. She might not do badly as a dictator. 


But this is the catch: the teachers 
at 
the round-table agreed that the 
“ideal 
teacher" was a pure figment of the Im- 
aglautioQ. 


And that's the cutch to all dictaiorships.

Italy, Inspector General of his country’s 
armed forces, will make a three-day trip 
to the Upper Adige (formerly South Ty­ 
rol) the first week in June — which Is 
news of deeper significance than It might 
appear to be on the surface. 


It is another Indication of Benito Mus- 
soll’s growing distrust of his fellow-dlcta- 
tor, Adolf Hitler. 
• 


Both German and Italian 
newspaper! 
have been stressing the fact 
that 
Ger­ 
many’s acquisition of Austria and Italy’s 
new desl with Great Britain have In no 
way impaired that 
muchb^-lauded 
Ber- 
lln-Rome axis. 
But Just the same there 
are increasing signs that Mussolini fears 
that some day the German axe may be ap­ 
plied to the axis 
Por Hitler, by seising 
Austria, has made 
powerful 
Germany 
Italy's neighbor on a frontier of 200 miles. 


Previous symptoms of Mussollnrs pre­ 
occupation with the new situation 
were 
his thundering speech in which he told 
the world that Italy could put 9,000,000 
men under arms and put into the air one 
of the most powerful air fleets ever con­ 
structed by man, and his reassuring an­ 
nouncement to the Italian people that aft­ 
er a few other mountain passes were ef­ 
fectively sealed, tho country’s frontier on 
the north would be impregnable. 
—NAXr PRKSKNCK WORRIES ITALY— 
It is no secret that many people in Italy 
have been profoundly disturbed 
by 
the 
fact that the Nails now have the territory 
up to the Brenner Pass. 
And they have 
not been reassured by the condescending 
tone of Hitler's speech in which he said 
that, Just as he guaranteed Prance’s pres­ 
ent frontiers, so ho now guaranteed 
the 
common frontier between 
greater 
Ger­ 
many and Italy. 


Though he will have some monuments 
to unveil and public works to Inaugurate, 
Prince Humbert’s real Job will be to find 
out how the work of fortifying the moun­ 
tain passes Is progresslnng. 
The Idea is 
to make them Impregnable by 
concret* 
pill-boxes for machine guns, big gun em­ 
placements carved In the living rock and 
other works suggested by Italian experi­ 
ence In the mountains during the World 
War. 


South Tyrol, part of the booty won by 
Italy during the war, has always been an 
unmentionable to Hitler. He talked much 
of tho sorrows of Gormans In Cxechoslo- 
vakla and other countries, hut never about 
tho Germans of South Tyrol. Those Ger­ 
mans have complained as loudly as they 
dared that their district was being deliber­ 
ately Italianized. The exclusive use of the 
Italian language has been enforced.

In 1928, when Anstrlans were complain­ 
ing that their Tyrolean brothers were be­ 
ing mishandled, Mussolini said: 


”We wish to he friends with the Ger­ 
man world, but on condition that our own

question. 'I'oday we make it known to the 
’Fyroleans, to the Austrians, to the whole 
world I hat all Italy, with her dead 
and 
her living, stands at the Brenner.*'

not only wept—he also sent 50,000 troops 
to the Brenner Pass.

marks free men." 


Implying that the reverse has been done 
he says: "The prinoiplos of national unity

Unfortunately, Shields Is suspected of a 
connection with n finnnelal alliance, head­ 
ed by DUIIon. Rend and Company and Hnr-

J. P. Morgan and Company out of the 
utllltlea field. Wlllkle. a Morgan man, 
waa so doubtful of the Shields motives 
that ^e blew up, energetically and loudly, 
on the apot.

An Increase In the hourly rate 
for WPA workers tn Schoolcraft 
county and other counties of the 
tipper peninsula has 
been 
an­ 
nounced by WPA officials, it was 
learned at the meeting of 
the 
Manistique city council 
Monday 
night. The Increase in Schoolcraft 
county will begin at the start of 
the first pay period this month. 
The increase in the hourly rate 
9s from 36 1-2 cents per hour to 
40 cents per hour. The increase 
in hourly rate, 
however, 
will 
mean also a reduction In the num­ 
ber of hours a worker can be em­ 
ployed by WPA within 
a 
one 
month period. In the past WPA 
workers were employed 120 hours 
per month, receiving $43.80. The 
new schedule will 
give 
WPA 
workers $44 per month, for a 
maximum of HO hours monthly. 
The 
matter was brought up 
gain at the council meeting by 
lex Walker, local labor leader, 
nd the announcement was made 
by City Manager P, H. Beauvais, 
in 
receipt of a communication 
from WPA officials. 
Walker has charged that Delta 
county WPA workers for 
some 
time were working only 110 hours 
for the same pay received by local 
WPA workers, who were employ­ 
ed 120 hours monthly. 
The city manager reported that 
WPA officials denied this charge, 
declaring that all WPA workers 
in the upper peninsula were on 
the same schedule, working 120 
hours monthly. A checkup 
of 
timekeepers' reports substantiat­ 
ed this claim, the city manager 
declared. Walker, however, insist­ 
ed he has communications prov­ 
ing that there were discrimination 
in WPA schedules in the penin­ 
sula.

NEW SIDEWALKS 
GET APPROVAL 


Council Okehs Improve­ 
ment as Part of 
WPA Program 


The 
Manistique 
city council 
voted Monday night to authorize 
City Manager P. H. Beauvais to 
include in the city's PWA project 
the construction of new concrete 
sidewalks on Cedar 
street, 
be­ 
tween Main and Oak streets, both 
sides, and on Oak street, between 
Cedar and Maple streets, on the 
north side, and to draft a change 
order, 
submitting to PWA offi­ 
cials the estimates and plans. 
If approval is granted by PWA 
authorities, the federal govern; 
ment will pay 46 per cent of the 
total cost of the sidewalks and the 
city will pay the remainder. 
A petition for new sidewalks 
on Cedar street, 
between Main 
and Oak streets, was submitted to 
the council several weeks ago. Es­ 
timates on the cost for those 
blocks was fixed by the city man­ 
ager at $2,880.60, of which the 
city's share would be $1,656.78. 
This is figured on the basis of 15,- 
725 square feet at 18 cents per 
foot. 
However, it was decided to in­ 
clude the north side of Oak street, 
between Cedar and Maple, in the 
change order jn view of the fact 
that the sidewalk there was also 
broken to lay cable for the boule­ 
vard lighting' system. 
New Water Services 
The contractor’s bld price of 
18 cents per square foot Includes 
the breaking up and removal of 
the preeent sidewalks, regrading 
to conform to the pavement grade 
and the laying of new concrete. 
The total cost of the extension is 
not entirely added to the total 
cost of the project as considerable 
patching would have had to be 
done to the old sidewalks, at a 
cost of 25 cants per square foot. 
The city’s share of the coat will 
be paid from the city's $53,000 
bond issue, not all of which has 
been spent on the PWA project. 
However, 
according to 
the 
terms of the resolution adopted 
by the city council, the property 
owners must replace old 
water 
services from the curb 
line 
to 
their property line with new cop­ 
per tubing before the sidewalks 
are laid. The cost of this improve­ 
ment must be paid by the prop­ 
erty owner. 
The resolution to make the im­ 
provement was offered by Coun­ 
cilman Thomas Grimsley and sec­ 
onded 
by 
Councilman 
Harry 
Abramson. All of the councilmen 
approved the resolution, 
except 
Frank Dahms, who declined to 
vote. 
A petition for new boulevard 
lights on Maple street, between 
Arbutus and Oak streets, also was 
discussed. The city manager’s re­ 
port of the estimated cost was ac­ 
cepted and placed on file, with In­ 
dications nothing would be done 
about it In connection with the 
PWA program.

total cost of the sidewalks and the 
city will pay the remainder. 


A petition for new sidewalks 
on Cedar street, between ^ain 
and Oak streets, was submlttM to 
the council several weeks ago. Es­ 
timates on the cost for those 
blocks was fixed by the city man­ 
ager at 92,830.60, of which the 
city's share would be f l,656.78. 
This is figured on the basis of 15,- 
725 square feet at 18 cents per 
foot. 
However, it was decided to in­ 
clude the north side of Oak street, 
between Cedar and Maple, in the 
change order )n view of the fact 
that the sidewalk there was also 
broken to lay cable for the boule­ 
vard lighting system. 


New Water Services 
The contractor’s bid price of 
18 cents per square foot includes 
the breaking up and removal of 
the present sidewalks, regrading 
to conform to the pavement grade 
and the laying of new concrete. 
The total cost of the extension is 
not entirely added to the total 
cost of the project as considerable 
patching would have had to be 
done to the old sidewalks, at a 
cost of 26 cents per square toot. 


The city's share of the eost will 
be paid from the city's 163,000 
bond issue, not all of which has 
been spent on the PWA project. 


However, 
according to the 
terms of the resolution adopted 
by the city council, the property 
owners must replace old 
water 
services from the curb line to 
their property line with new cop­ 
per tubing before the sidewalks 
are laid. The cost of this improve­ 
ment must be paid by the prop­ 
erty owner. 


The resolution to make the im­ 
provement was offered by Coun­ 
cilman Thomas Grimsley and sec­ 
onded 
by Councilman 
Harry 
Abramson. All of the councilnien 
approved the resolution, 
except 
Frank Dahms. who declined to 
vote. 


A petition for new boulevard 
lights on Maple street, between 
Arbutus and Oak streets, also was 
discussed.

ACT TO EXPIRE 


Hay 24 Is Last Day for 
Veterans to Petition 
For Citizenship 


Allen veterans of 
the 
World 
W ar who wish to apply for natur­ 
alisation have until midnight of 
May 24 to take advantage of the 
Act of Congress of August 
23, 
1937, providing for their natural­ 
isation nnder special terms, 
ac­ 
cording to the U. S. Immigration 
and Naturalisation service. 
Under this Act, an alien who 
was a member of the m ilitary or 
naval forces of the United States 
between April 6, 1917 and No­ 
vember l l . 1918, honorably dis­ 
charged and a lawful resident of 
the United States since 
August 
23, 1935, may be naturalized with­ 
out taking out a declaration of 
intention or “first paper." 
No 
fee is required for such naturaliza­ 
tion, unlesc legal entry 
to 
the 
United States was after March 3, 
1924, in which case a fee of 32.50 
for a certificate of arrival will be 
necessary. 
This Act, according to a recent 
statem ent of the service, also ap­ 
plies to veterans who served 
in 
the armed forces of any of 
the 
countries allied with the United 
States in the World W ar, who: 
a) 
Were lawfully admitted to 
the U. S. for 
permanent 
resi­ 
dence before service in the mili­ 
tary or naval forces of any of the 
allies. 
(b) 
Thereafter, between 
Au­ 
gust, 1914 and Nov. l l , 1918, de­ 
parted from the United States for 
the purpose of serving in the mili­ 
tary or naval forces of any of the 
allied countries. 
(c) 
Actually did serve prior 
to Nov. l l , 1918, in the military 
or naval forces of any 
Of 
the 
countries allied with the United 
States in the World War. 
(d) 
Were 
discharged 
from 
such service under honorable con­ 
ditions. 
(e) 
Were lawful residents of 
the United States since two years 
prior to August 23, 1937,
